Weizman to resign 
from Begin 9 s cabinet 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
April 17 (R) — Israeli Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, who 
touched off a political storm yes- 
terday by urging early general 
elections, will offer his resignation 
to Prime Minister Menacbem 
Begin this weekend, a close 
associate of Mr. Weizman said 
today. 

“Mr. Weizman realises he may 
have to pay a stiff price for his 
political views and will offer to res- 
ign after the prime minister 
returns, probably over the- 
weekend." the associate told 
Reuters. 

Mr. Begin is expected home 
tomorrow from Washington 
where he has held talks with Pres- 
ident Carter on Palestinian aut- 
onomy. 

Mr. Weizman has been bitterly 
attacked for his remarks in a tele- 
vision interview last night, in 
which he said elections should be 
held before the scheduled 
November 1981 date to help solve 
Israel’s serious political and* 
economic problems. 

He also said be supported Egy- 
ptian President Anwar Sadat's 
proposal to implement Palestinian 
autonomy in Gaza before the 
West Bank, a move opposed by 
Mr. Begin and his nationalist 
Herat (Freedom) Party. Herat 
and the Liberal Party are the chief 
partners in the Likud Alliance, 
which dominates the coalition 
government. 

Finance Minister yigal Hurwitz 
was the first cabinet member to 
urge Mr. Weizman to step down. 
Addressing the Tel Aviv Rotary 
Club, Mr. Hurwitz said he felt the 
defence minister bad no alter- 
native but to resign after criticising 
■ the cabinet so sharply. 

Herat executive committee 
member Dov Shilansky, who is 
also a member of parliament, said 
he would call on Mr. Weizman to 
quit the government “Weizman’s 
remarks were an open attack on 
Mr. Begin's leadership and the 
government, a shameful betrayal, 
and I cannot see how he can con- 
tinue to serve as minister,” Mr. 
Shilansky told reporters. 

The chairman of the Herat 
Party in the Knesset Mr. Chaim 
Kaufrnan, who is a close friend of 
Mr. Weizman, said he was 
shocked by the television inter- 
view, but further study of the 
remarks was needed before any 
action was taken. 

The Herat executive committee 
today unofficially discussed the 
appointment of Mr. Weizman’s 
replacement a committee source 
said. Most members favoured Mr. 
Moshe Arens, chairman of the 
Knesset foreign affairs and 
defence committee, the source 
said. 

Mr. Weizman’s cabinet col- 
leagues sought to play down the 
controversy, one minister recal- 
ling that Mr. Weizman had several 
times threatened to resign in the 
past 

Mr. Weizman said in the tele- 
vision interview that he would 
consider forming a centrist party. 

His remark lent weight to per- 
sistent news reports that he' bad 
been meeting the Liberal Party 
and another partner in the gov- 
ernment the small Democratic 
Party, to sound out the possibility 
of forming a centrist group. 

Mr. Weizman apparently 
planned his explosive move care- 
fully. 


An Israel Television producer 
of the'show on which' be appeared 
said later that another Israeli per- 
"sonality had been scheduled to-be 
interviewed.

Iran-Iraq proxy war continues 


BEIRUT, April 17 (Agencies) -- 
Rival supporters of Iraq and Iran 
battled with mortars, rockets and 
machineguns for the third day in 
Beirut today. Police reported a 
total of 20 combatants have been 
killed and more than 30 others 
wounded in the proxy war that 
Iraq and Iran fought out on 
Lebanese territory. 

A police spokesman said the 
mid-day fighting that shattered a 
brief ceasefire arranged by Pales- 
tinian commandos and Syrian 
troops of the Arab Deterrent 
Force (ADF) tapered into inter- 
mittent sniping on the southern 
fringes of the capital at mid- 
afternoon.

Egypt to prosecute 
plotters against Sadat 


CAIRO, April 17 (R) - Thirty 
people will soon stand trial before 
a state security court charged with 
attempting to overthrow Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat by force, 
Attorney-General Raga’i Arabi 
said today. 

He said the state security pro- 
secution has also ordered the 
arrest of 24 others living abroad 
but deferred levelling accusations 
against them pending further 
investigations. 

The indictment, released yes- 
terday, charged the accused with 
membership of an underground 
communist organisation. 

They formed “the Egyptian 
Communist Party with the aim of 
overthrowing the Egyptian regime 
and imposing a communist system 
through the use of force, terrorism 
and other illegal means." 

Mr. Arabi said that 40 others 
bad been interrogated but later 
released. He gave no place or date 
for the proposed trial, but said it 
would be soon. 

The state security court’s deci- 
sions are final and can only be 
ovemiled by the president of the 
republic. The Egyptian con- 
stitution bans the "formation of 
communist parties or those based 
on religion. 


Berlin prosecution urges 
jail terms for Palestinians 

WEST BERLIN. April 17 (R) — West Berlin prosecutors today 
demanded jail terms between three and three-and-a-balf years for 
six Palestinians accused of planning a bomb attack in the city. 

The prosecution claimed there was clear evidence the six, alleged 
to be members of the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO). had 
planned to blow up West Berlin's biggest foci depot before they were 
arrested in April last year. 

Police had discovered 12 kilos of explosive in a luggage locker in 
the central station and 12 fuses in a flat used by the group, aged 
between 22 and 34. they said. 

The accused have refused to make any statement to the court on 
the charges or give any indication of possible motives for the alleged 
attack plan. 

Originally eight Palestinians were arrested. One of them, 27- 
year-old Hassan A1 Harti. was released last May after he gave a 
statement to police incriminating the others. 

The defence ooucdJ has claimed Mr. Ai Harti was an Israeli agent 
who led the other seven into a trap. The eighth member of the group 
will face a separate trial. 

The trial of the six men began last October. In November police 
arrested and expelled three Palestinians who had just arrived in West 
’Berlin on suspicion that they planned to try and free the accused. 

The defence council will begin summing up its case next week. 
Court officials said the trial could last for several more weeks. 


The indictment accused the

Among the accused are two 
journalists working on the mass 
circulation newspaper AJ Akhbar, 
a Jewish lawyer, college students, 
workers and civil servants. 

Egypt yesterday decided to 
severe all remaining links with 
SCF states that took pan in a 
summit conference in Libya to 
tighten their alliance against 
Egypt's peace treaty with Israel, a 
government spokesman said here. 

■ SCF leaders who ended a two- 
day summit in Tripoli Tuesday, 
agreed to ask the Soviet Union for- 
greater political and military sup- 
port to help them to undermine 
the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty 
signed m Washington last year. 

In a statement, the spokesman 
denounced the Tripoli meeting as 
.“further evidence of the empty 
policy of slogans and outbidding 
which beset the Arab struggle with 
disasters and setbacks". 

The four countries broke off 
diplomatic relations with Egypt in 
1977. The PLO closed its office in 
Cairo after the signing of the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty. 

The spokesman said the head of 
the Egyptian interests section in 
Algiers would be recalled to 
Cairo. There are no Egyptians 
looking after their count rys inter- 
ests in Syria, Libya and South 
Yemen.

— Asking congress for authority 
to pay reparations or other claims 
by American citizens or com- 
panies. 

“If a constructive Iranian 
response is not forthcoming soon, 
the United States should and 
would proceed with other meas- 
ures,” he warned. 


Carter, Begin pledge to 
meet May 26 deadline 

WASHINGTON, April 17 (R) — Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and President Carter pledged today to do everything possible 
to achieve an accord with Egypt on self-rule for Palestinians by May 
26. the goal set by Israel and Egypt. 

A White House statement on six hours of meetings between Mr. 
Caner and Mr. Begin said: “Prime Minister Begin reaffirmed the 
objective set out in his and President Sadat's letter to President 
Carter of March 26, 1979, to do everything possible to reach agree- 
ment by May 26, 1980, the one-year goal thev set for themselves in 
that letter." 

“President Carter reaffirmed the determination of the United 
States to do everything it appropriately can to assist Israel and Egypt 
to achieve that goal," it added. 

Besides committing their personal prestige to reaching an early 
agreement, the two leaders agreed on several points of procedure 
which ought to ease the way, U.S. officials said. 

Mr. Begin accepted a U.S. suggestion that some issues closely 
affecting Palestinians' daily lives such as water rights, land title and 
Israeli settlements could be addressed in subsequent negotiations 
once an overall accord was reached, officials said. 

The two leaders also reached tentative accord on a formula to deal 
with Israel's security concerns, U.S. officials said. 

American officials said they now believed there was a real chance 
to reach .an agreement by the May 26 goal. But they would not 
predict whether the agreement would attract Palestinians to join the 
peace process. 
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AT A stare banquei at the White House in Washington on 
Tuesday. Israeli Premier Menachem Begin assured his 
audience of Israel's "good intentions” towards what he 
called its "neighbours" in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza. In granting them "autonomy", he said. "we will 
deliver them in peace and in human dignityfSnd injustice 
and in liberty. We don't want to oppress them. We don't 
want to oppress anybody." 

The diners at the White House were probably unaware 
of the rather different picture which we see on the West 
Bank today. As the "autonomy” negotiations build up to 
an orchestrated crescendo, the would-be recipients of Mr. 
Begin's munificence are accelerating their resistance to the 
Israeli occupation. The Israeli military authorities are 
responding with a crackdown, particularly on schools and 
colleges. Young people accused of “security" offences are 
being hauled into prison: a dusk-to-dawn curfew is being 
maintained at Jelazon camp near Ramallah. The routine 
harassment of Palestinian educational institutions has 
forced them to disrupt their academic programmes. 

In welcoming Mr. Begin to the White House, President 
Carter praised him for his "generosity" and his "sen- 
sitivity." He also spoke of the Palestinians as if they do not 
really exist except as beneficiaries of the wonders of aut- 
onomy under a sustained Israeli occupation. 

The gap between the diplomatic niceties in Washington 
and the simmering unrest in the occupied territories is but 
one of many gaps in the Camp David mosaic. It is to be 
expected that the tempo of resistance in the West Bank and 
Gaza will increase in the coming weeks; the Palestinian 
people have no other means of putting before the world the 
reality of their true position at a time when they are being 
asked to surrender their rights to national self-expression 
in their own homeland. 

The "peace, human dignity, justice and liberty” with 
which Mr. Begin is promising to "deliver” them contrast 
rather sharply with the hostility, oppression, injustice and 
tyranny which is their daily lot under occupation. Promises 
of a better day to come with “autonomy" are unlikely to 
impress them, since the occupation will continue, and it is 
the occupation itself which is the main instrument of 
oppression. 

In his banquet speech, Mr. Begin spoke of Israel as a 
nation "conceived in courage and born in fight and reborn 
in resistance to tyranny.to oppression." If that is true, then 
that story is soon to be repeated in Palestine. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’l: Once again President Carter and President Sadat have 
retreated before The intransigence of Premier Begin. They have 
agreed to hold further autonomy talks in Alexandria and Tel Aviv 
instead of in Washington, despite their previous agreement. 

Naturally, a change in the venue of the negotiations doesn’t 
change the fact that they constitute illegal interference in the 
Palestinian people's affair:, and an attempt to drag them into the 
trap ot autonomy, which they have rejected repeatedly. However, 
the retreat of the American and Egyptian presidents on the ques- 
tion of the venue is nevertheless a new indicator of their pre- 
paredness to make more concessions when the negotiations 
resume among the representatives of the three sides. 

The siring of concessions, which begun a long time ago. seems 
now more than ever before likely to continue unbroken, in line 
with Israel’s will. President Carter is concerned with the pres- 
idential election campaigns, and with pleasing Israel and its 
unquestioning supporters. He emphasised his intentions even 
before the resumption of the negotiations by declaring, in toasting 
Mr. Begin on Wednesday, his commitment to "indivisible 
Jerusalem". 

This is the same expression which Mr. Carter's guest has always 
used to indicate his determination to hold Arab Jerusalem under 
Israeli sovereignty. We wonder whether the American President 
has retreated from his stand on the holy city: or whether he is 
using one vague expression intending it to be understood dif- 
ferently by Arabs and Israel. 

President Carter also did not waste any time in reiterating his 
opposition to the establishment of a Palestinian state and his 
rejection of any dealing with the PLO to achieve peace in the 
region. With these statements, Mr. Carter has reassured Mr. 
Begin on the American stand when the autonomy negotiations 
resume. 

AL DUSTOUR:The latest product of Israel’s criminal mentality is 
its interference in the housing projects of Arab citizens.and send- 
ing helicopters to destroy their agricultural crops with poisonous 
chemical materials. 

We don't seek mercey for the Palestinians from Israel. This 
bloody violence and this cruelty are the labour pains inevitable for 
the birth of liberty and independence for the people of Palestine.

to light in Jabal Hussein conditions in Israeli jail

AMMAN. April 17 — When a 
work crew digging a trench for a 
sewer in Jabal Hussein broke 
through the top of an ancient tomb 
a week ago, Jordan's Department 
of Antiquities swung into action. 

Today, as the rapidly-executed 
rescue dig finished its work, the 
find had already shed significant 
new light on Philadelphia, Roman 
Amman. 

The tomb, carved into the bed- 
rock just across and a little way 
down the road from Jabal Hus- 
sein's central police station, has 
yielded enough artifactual evi- 
dence — including whole juglets 
and lamps — to provide a fairly 
reliable preliminary deter- 
mination of its daring. Director 
General of Antiquities Ad nan 
Hadidi told the Jordan Times 
today. 

On the basis of a first assess- 
ment of the pottery, which 
includes some possible Hellenistic 
pieces. Dr. Hadidi said the tomb 
appears to have been dug in Early 
Roman times (probably around 
the middle of the second century 
B.C.), . and to have been in use 
into the Byzantine period, around 
the fourth century A.D. 

Mr. Wa’el Rash dan, inspector 
of antiquities in Amman, was in 
charge of the six labourers work- 
ing at the site (and was assisted by

department). Mr. Rashdan told 
the Jordan Times that the tomb 
consisted of a central chamber 
with 11 loculi (deep niches in 
which bodies were laid out) 
branching off. Some of the loculi 
extend under a nearby electrical 
supply store.

Arab economic experts 
begin meeting here 


AMMAN, April 17 (R)-Arab 
League Assistant Secretary- 
general for Economic Affairs 
Abdul Mohsen Zalzala arrived 
here today on a five-day visit to 
Jordan during which he will attend 
the second meeting of Arab 
economic experts due to open in 
Amman tonight. 

Dr. Zalzala. a former Iraqi 
minister, told reporters on arrival 
that the experts were expected to 
discuss working papers prepared 
by the league as topics to be 
included in the agenda of the Arab 
summit conference due to con- 
vene in the capital later this year. 

They would give special atten- 


tion to a paper providing for 
development of economic rela- 
tions between the Arab countries 
and the outside world, taking into 
considerations that the Arab 
economy should serve causes. 

The experts would also draw up 
a national plan for inter-Arab 
economic co-operation, which will 
be submitted to the summit con- 
ference, and explore means of 
bringing Egypt back to the Arab 
fold. dr. Zalzala said. 

Fifteen experts from several 
Arab countries will attend the 
meeting in their capacity as mem- 
bers of the economic committee 
preparing for the summit.

Such tombs were often used for 
many generations, a new body 
being laid in a loculus when the 
previous one had decomposed. 
Fragmentary bones have been 
recovered, though much dis- 
integration has taken place over 
the years. 

The finds also include several 
glass pieces and a worn copper 
coin which when cleaned and read 
will, it is hoped, further strengthen 
the tomb's dating. 

Bur the most significant reve- 
lation arising from this accidental 
discovery is the very fact that the 
tomb is there. 

The discovery "indicates that 
Philadelphia had more extensive 
occupation than we had thought,” 
Dr. Hadidi said. "It is the first time 
we have found remains from that 
period in that area. Extensive 
Roman remains had been found 
previously in Jabal Jofah, Jabal 
Ashrafiyah and on the south slope 
of Citadel Hill. But this is the first 
time we have anything like this 
north of the Citadel." 

But displaying the true 
archaeologist's scientific concern 
for order. Dr. Hadidi continued, 
“one expects that the pottery finds 
will throw more light on the 
chronology of the period. This is 
what we really hope for from the 
discovery ." 

It is rare that an accidentally 
discovered tomb such as this one is 
entered by the original, ancient 
entrance. In the present case, the 
sewer trench cuts across the 
comer and one loculus of the Jabal 
Hussein tomb. Thus the entryway 
has to be dug out from inside the 
tomb. 

Having cleared the central 
chamber and loculi, the 
excavators today were clearing the 
entryway. Mr. Rashdan explained 
that they were trying to finish their 
work at the site because today is 
the last day the police, who are 
short of manpower, can supply 
guards. 

Bur the work appeared to have 
been pretty well completed. Soon 
rhe Antiquities Department will 
relinquish its authority over the 
work, and the sewer pipe will be 
laid along its planned route — but 
. not without having inadvertently 
illuminated the ancient history of 
Jordan. 


JERUSALEM, April 17 
(Agencies)-- Palestinians in most 
towns on the occupied West Bank 
of Jordan closed their shops and 
businesses today in a strike for 
better conditions in Israeli jails 
where Arabs are held for alleged 
security offences, often without 
trial. 

Business in Nablus, Hebron, 
Ramallah and other towns was at a 
standstill and the Israeli 
authorities were preparing for 
possible demonstrations. 

Arab organisations yesterday 
called on the International Red 
Cross to intervene on behalf of 
some 2.S00 prisoners now held in 
Israeli jails. 

The organisations have proc- 
laimed today “Prisoner Day” to 
press the Israelis to improve con- 
ditions in jails and allow more fre- 
quent family visits. 

The Israeli authorities have said 
they will not allow West Bank 
residents to demonstrate. 

The Israeli military government 
of the West Bank is still holding 35 
men from the Jalazon refugee 
camp north of Nablus who were 
detained 12 days ago. The camp 
itself is under a dusk to dawn cur- 
few.

- College in Jerusalem last week, to 
protest the closure of the holy ci- 
ty’s only institute of higher edu- 
cation serving Arabs.

Dr. Gabi Baramld, 
the university's vice president, 
said that classes would be sus- 
pended for the rest of the week.

Royal Jordanian Falcons prepai

AMMAN, April 17 (JT) — Alia’s 
Royal Jordanian Falcons will be 
leaving for Baghdad on Saturday 
to perform aerobatic displays at 
Iraqi air force show on April 19 to 
24, the airline announced here 
today.

AQABA - The need to accom- 
modate the latge new container 
vessels that move most of the 
world's cargo has prompted the 
Aqaba port” authorities to build a 
permanent container terminal 
within the coming two years. 

Aqaba Port Director General 

Ahmad Fawzi Abu Nuwwar told 
the Jordan Times in an interview 
that a permanent container port 
will have to come into service in 
the early part of 1982, to replace 
the two floating berths that have 
been in use as temporary con- 
tainer terminals during die past 
three years. 

The British consultants 
Rendeil, Palmer and Tritton have 
just handed in their detailed feasi- 
bility study on the container port 
project. The Transport Ministry 
and Aqaba Port are jointly study- 
ing the report, and expect to ask 
the-British consultants to go ahead 
with detailed design work within 
the coming months. Tenders for 
construction of the New container 
port will be asked for later this 
year, with a joint venture of fore- 
ign and local contractors likely to 
win the contract, Mr. Abu Nuw- 
war said. 

The port will be 300 metres long 
with a 15-metre draught, capable 
of handling the biggest third- 
generation container ships now in 
use. These giant ships carry as 
many as 2,400 containers each. 
The port will also be designed so 
that it can be expanded to handle 
the even bigger fourth-generation 
container vessels that will he built 
in the near future. 

Another reason for the per- 
manent container port is the need 
for quayside handling facilities to 
unload the existing third gen- 
eration ships. The new port will 
have two gantry eranes each cap- 
able of lifting 35 tons. These are 
needed because the third- 
generation ships are gearless ves- 
sels. lacking their own cranes. 
Such vessels do not stop at Aqaba 
now. because the small cranes on 
the existing floating berths cannot 
service them, and Aqaba port 
therefore is losing some potential 
business because of inadequate 


na Kurdi: Working one’s way to the top 
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Jt a worldly pro- 
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ic job without their 
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Kurdi says, her father called a fam- 
ily conference. The consensus was 
that she was to keep her job at the 
radio station. Throughout her four 
years at Damascus University, she 
devoted three huurs a day to her 
work at the station. 

She broke into TV during the 
.October war. For the final three 
months of 1973, Damascus TV'

Upon her return to Syria, she 
launched a TV show entitled 
“Around the World”, which 
offered songs from variou foreign 
countries along with a com- 
mentary on the customs of the fea- 
tured country. In 1977, the show’s 
producers made plans for a mus- 
ical revue that would combine 
folkloric performances with popu- 
lar music. 

“I was again to announce the 
selections, but I put my foot 
down,” she continued. “I told the 
powers that be that I wasn't just a 
reader: that either they let me 
produce the new show or I would 
resign. I wanted to be responsible 
for selecting the material shown 
and for writing the scripts." 

Miss Kurdi won out over objec- 
tions to “a mere slip of a girl-' pro- 
ducing a show, and “Stars and 
Lights” made its debut in Autumn 
1978. 

“Originally, the show was pre- 
sented in French, English and 
Arabic,” she said. " At the outset, 
the ratings showed we only pulled 
in 20 per cent of the TV audience. 
We’re now up to 80 per cent, and 
the station management has 
decided the narration should be in 

Arabic to hold the attention of the 
viewers, since an 80 per cent rat- 
ing means a nearly all-Syrian 
audience. Nonetheless, when I

have an interview with a foreign 
entertainer, it is conducted in his 
or her language.” 

All the "Stars and Lights" prog- 
rammes arc taped in advance. 
Once a month, the programme 
features an international star per- 
forming in Damascus. These 
shows are taped well in advance, 
whenever such a star is appearing 
in Syria. Another monthly feature 
is the viewers' choice, which spot- 
lights performers chosen accord- 
ing to the volume of fan mail 
requesting them. 

When asked if she has featured 
the popular Lebanese songstress 
Fairouz, Miss Kurdi replied: 
“Arabic entertainment is not part 
of the show’s format. 1 feature 
only western artists... if 1 were to 
cover Arab entertainment it 
would be a totally different show. 
On the other hand, if the enter- 
tainer is Arab, but sings western 
songs, I will feature him or her. 
For~ instance, 1 have a show com- 
ing up that features the Lebanese 
singer Sammy Clark. He sings in 
English." 

While her musical show is still 
top priority. Miss Kurdi is plan- 
ning a new TV programme .that 
will examine various professions 
through visits with Sryians on the 
job. “This will range from inter- 
views with women in the Damas- 
cus police force to movie stunt 
men and computer analysts,” she 


said. 

.Another one-hour show is on 
the drafting boards, but she feels it 
is too embryonic to discuss at this 
time. 

Although she has become a 
celebrity on television. Miss Kurdi 
still maintains an active role at 
Radio Damascus. In addition to 
translating daily radio news com- 
mentaries into French, she pro- 
duces two weekly radio prog- 
rammes. “Woman, Where Are 
You Tod«y?" airs each Thursday 
at J0:30 a.m. and features inter- 
views with women who have 
entered the work force— from the 
owner of a village vegetable stand 
to the first woman pharmacist in 
Der a. The other show is heard 
Sundays at I p.m., and features 
popular western music. 

Mona Kurdi may have broken 
traditions by carving out a place 
for herself in the male-dominated 
world of radio and TV. but she 
does not consider herself a “lib- 
erated w'oman”. 

"Let’s put it this way,” she said: 
“Syrian* women have freedom 
when it comes to education, and 
can enter any profession they're 
qualified for. It's in our personal 
lives, our relationships with men, 
that we cannot exercise our own 
choice. A woman may work all. 
day in an office, but it s she, not 
her husband, who cooks, cleans 
houses and cares for the children 


when she comes home. 

"Because I am seen on TV 
weekly. I'm well known and if I go 
to any function with a man, the 
next day the newspapers say I'm 
engaged. No, I haven’t married, 
but fm still hoping to find the 
right man- -of course, my mother 
and brothers would have to_ 
approve.” 

Miss Kurdi lives with her 
widowed mother and two younger 
brothers in a second-floor apart- 
ment in the Abu Rummaneh area 
of Damascus. She doesn’t drive a 
car, but she hopes to remedy that 
soon. 

"My savings have gone into a 
flat, soon to be completed, in the 
Mazzeh district. I’ll rent the 
apartment out and buy a car with 
the proceeds,” she explained. 

As for living alone in the new 
flat, she said; “In Damascus it 
would be impossible for me to 
keep my reputation and live alone. 
I’ll stay under my mother’s roof 
until that right man comes along.” 

Ltalike her counterparts in the 
West who think nothing of taking 
a solo vacation, when Miss Kurdi 
took a four-month holiday to 
Europe, Canada and the United 
States recently, she was accom- 
panied by her mother. 

It might however, be termed a 
working vacation, since she revi- 
sited the radio school she’d 
attended in Holland in 1974 to 
update radio newscasting techni- 
ques. In Ottawa and Montreal she 
visited radio and TV stations and 
taped hours of interviews with 
Arabs living in Canada which she 
will air on Radio Damascus. 

“The US was not what I anirici- 
pated,” she commented. “We 
travelled by bus from Toronto to 
Florida, and I came to understand 
that the Americans have their own 
way of life, suited to their 
technology— and we have ours.” 

Miss Kurdi is definitely well 
adjusted to her way of fife, in 
which male writers, a director and 
film editors call her boss and don’t 
resent it— but she can’t cover a 
nightclub opening as a solo 
woman reporter, unless in the 
company of a male relative.

The present JD 18 million 
expansion project at the port's 
general cargo area, meanwhile, is 
nearing completion. Two of the 
seven new berths have been com- 
pleted and are being -used: two 
others will enter service in the next 
several months, while the last 
three will enter service in the sec- 
ond half of the summer. When all 
the new berths are completed. 
Aqaba Port will have nine general 
cargo berths of 180 metres length 
each, allowing it to handle up to 1 2 
medium-size general cargo vessels 
simultaneously. 


The phosphate storage and loading areas south of the main general 
cargo berths. 
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The future of Aqaba Port, how- 
ever, like that of seagoing cargo all 
over the world, is in con- 
tainerisation. Three years ago, 
Aqaba did not receive any con- 
tainer cargo at all. By 1979, it was 
handling 30,000 containers a year. 
This year, it expects to handle at 
least 50,000 containers, or about 
35 per cent of all imports at the 
port. On a global basis, about 65 
per cent of all sea cargo is now 
moved in containers, and the per- 
centage is still rising. 

improved efficiency, and the 
use of the two floating berths dur- 
ing the past three years, has 
increased Aqaba’s annual hand- 
ling capacity five-fold. In 1975, 
the port handled 6S2.000 tons of 
imports. Last year, it handled 
2.301 million tons, and this year, 
according to Mr. Abu Nuwwar’s 
projections, it will take in 3.8 mil- 
lion tons of imported goods. Of 
this total, 1.5 million tons will be 
transit goods passing through 
Aqaba to Iraq. The addition of 
more skilled workers who gradu- 
ate from Ihe port's training prog- 
ramme in Aqaba will increase its 
importing capacity to five million 
tons by 1981. 

The total volume of both 
imports and exports passing 
through Aqaba Port has increased 
equally sharply in recent years. 
Total exports in 1975 were 
870,000 tons, composed almost 
entirely of raw phosphate rock. 
Last year, exports were 2.709 mil- 
lion tons, and this year they will 
reach four million ions, Jordan 
Phosphate Mines Company 
Aqaba Manager Adel Sharie told 
the Jordan Tunes. 

Thus the total of imports and 
exports at Aqaba has risen from 
1.553 million tons in 1975 to 
5.010 million last year, and is 
expected to reach 7.8 million this 
year.

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Britain improves payments gap 

LONDON, April 1 7 (AP) — Britain's balance of 
payments improved by £50 million in March, but 
is still in the red, the Trade Department said 
today. 

Official figure:-, showed a current account 
deficit of £ 1 76 million in March compared with a 
deficit of £226 million in February. 

Both imports and exports fell back from Feb- 
ruary's record levels. Exports were down from 
£4.13 billion in February to £3.84 billion in 
March. Imports fell from £4.35 billion to £4.01 
billion. 

But invisible earnings from items including 
tourism, hanking, government transactions and 
interest payments are estimated to be running at a 
surplus of £50 million a month. 

Exxon heads Fortune 500 

NEW YORK. April 17 (R)— General Motors no 
longer heads the list of the 500 largest U.S. com- 
panies. Fortune magazine said today. The cur 
makers has been edged out of first place by the oil 
company Exxon, according to a list compiled by 
the monthly business magazine. 

Fortune said the change might become a per- 
manent one because Exxon led the motor giant by 
S12 billion in sales this last year, a much wider 
edge than General Motors ever enjoyed over 
Exxon. 

Last year. General Motors ranked first in the 
United States and in the world on Fortune's lists, a 
spot it held over Exxon save for three years in the 
mid-1970s. The list was published at u time when 
General Motors announced 12.000 men were 
being laid off to cut costs. The car giant has now 
laid off S3, 1 00 men. 

Six of the top 1 0 companies on rhe list are oil 
companies. Mobil Oil took over third place from 
Ford on this year's list and Ford moved to Fourth. 

The financially-troubled Chrysler company 
dropped seven places on the list to rank number 
1 7 and its deficit of $ I . ! billion was the biggest of

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1979 -more than twice as big as the previous 
recorded loss in American business history. 

According to Fortune, only 13 companies on its 
list made as much money as the struggling car 
company lost and its deficit was greater than the 
sales of 235 of the companies on the list. It was the 
fourth time in the 25-year history of the list that 
Chrysler had emerged as a year’s biggest loser. It 
previously had that dubious honour in 1958, 1974 
and 1978'. 

The top 1 0 companies on the list are: Exxon, 
General Motors. Mobil. Ford. Texaco. Standard 
Oil of California. Gulf Oil. International Business 
Machines. General Electric and Standard Oil of 
Indiana. 

Indonesia imposes oil premiums 

JAKARTA. Indonesia, April 17 (AP) — The 
state-run oil company Pertamina said today that 
Indonesia is not selling crude oil on spot markets, 
but it has adopted the system of premiums over 
official prices. Indonesia has imposed premiums 
on part of its oil exports to Japan especially since 
the crisis in Iran, a spokesman said. He said the 
premiums are reviewed each month for adjust- 
ments to market developments. 

Premium prices are effective for certain types of 
oil bought by Japanese customers by applying a 
certain formula or pattern, the spokesman said. 
He said premium price system is also used by 
Kuwait. Libya and Venezuela, though the formula 
may be different. 

Indonesia has been selling crude oil to Japan at 
the prices ranging from S2S.60 to $32.75 per bar- 
rel, plus $5.25 to S6.40 in premiums per barrel, 
the spokesman said. He said the prices and pre- 
miums of Indonesian crude shipped to Japan this 
month would remain unchanged or similar to the 
last month's level 

The surcharges are effective for 40-50 per cent 
of the volume of contract which averagely totals 
over 200.000 barrels, or more than one-third of 
Indonesian oil export to Japan daily, the spokes- 
man said. 


Russia scouts for Gulf gas 

Qatar defers gas field development 


DOHA, Qatar. April 17 |AP) ~ 
Qatar* s oil minister said his gov- 
ernment has no plans for har- 
nessing the vast northwest gas 
fields as long as the country's 
crude oil production is sufficient 
to keep the economy afloat. The 
fields, called the Dome because of 
their symmetrical structure, hold 
reserves of about 1 00 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas, industry 
sources said. 

"Oil is a dcpletablc resource 
which, in our case, may last 25 ro 
30 years.” Sheikh Abdul Aziz A! 
Thani told the Associated Press in 
an interview. "We will exploit our 
gas resources only when we face 
the need to decrease our pro- 
duction rates of crude oil." 

He explained that his gov- 
ernment regards gas as an "effec- 
tive substitute'' to crude oil in the 
future, but complained that gas is 
heavily underpriced in world mar- 
kets. The day will come, he said, 
when the price of natural gas 
equals or exceeds that of crude oil. 

Qatar's current daily pro- 
duction rate of crude oil stands at 
500.000 barrels, selling at S30 a 
barrel and generating just enough 
revenue for the economy to 
develop at a reasonable pace. 

Qatar's gas fields were dis- 
covered during routine pros- 
pecting for crude oil by the Shell 
Qatar company in 1972, ata depth 
of 10.000 feet in the dome-shaped 
strata of the Khuff region. At the 
time oil was selling at about $2 a 
barrel and Qatar's ruler. Sheikh 
Khalifa A) Thani, deemed it wiser 
to defer developing these fields in 
the foreseeable future. 

Qatar's estimated 5.6 billion 
barrels of crude oil reserves are 


expected to start declining in a 
decade or so. officials said. Serious 
studies, they said, were under way 
to assess costs and requirements 
for developing the Dome fields. 

At Qatar's behest, the 13- 
nation Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) is 
conducting price-fixing studies for 
natural gas. Sheikh Abdul Aziz 
said. The 30-veur-oid Sheikh, who 
doubles as finance minister, 
declined direct comment on 
reports that the Soviet Union was 
scouting in the Gulf states to offset 
its loss of Iranian gas. 

In Kuwait, informed sources 
said Soviet "feelers" visited a 
number of Gulf states recently to 
assess chances of importing 
natural gas. Gulf officials have 
been evasive, mainly because their 
governments are vehemently 
opposed to the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan and Moscow's milit- 
ary presence in South Yemen, 
these sources said. 

"Although we hate to mix poli- 
tics with economics, we have 
denounced the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan.” said Sheikh Abdul 
Aziz. “ Besides, we are not as yet a 
net exporter of gas." This was 
widely interpreted here as a 
refusal by Qatar to sell gas to the 
Soviets. 

The stoppage of Iranian gas and 
rhe decision by Kuwait and other 
OPEC members to sharply reduce 
their production of crude oil have 
given rise to predictions that 
demand for natural gas will out- 
pace production. 

A decline in oil production will 
inevitably entail a drop in the 
amount of liquefied petroleum gas 
(LPG)— propane and butane--in 


the near future, industry sources 
said. LPG is produced through a 
simple gas-crude separation pro- 
cess within the fields. 

Liquefied natural gas (LNG) — 
methane, ethane, propane, butane 
and natural gasoline -- is produced 
independently from crude oil. A 
further process separates prop- 
ane, butane and natural gasoline 
from the rest and the three com- 
ponents are known as natural gas 
liquid (NGL). 

One reason behind Qatar’s 
reluctance to exploit its Dome 
field is the problem of expatriate 
workers, with the government 
reportedly anxious to keep down 
the number of foreign workers in 
the country. About 150,000 of 
Qatar's population of 220,000 arc 
alien residents. 

A vast gas-gathering industry 
would require a sharp increase in 
the number of foreign workers 
and aggravate what the gov- 
ernment regards as an upsetting 
population imbalance- 

Although the gas operations 
would require only a few hundred 
workers in the developed stage, 
spinoff projects and services 
would involve several thousands 
more, sources said. These sources 
estimated that developing the 
Dome would take $3.5-$5 billion, 
and Qatar has already been seek- 
ing foreign financing for its 
burgeoning heavy industries. 

"We don't like to borrow 
money and pay high interest,” one 
official said. Qatar's gas shipping 
facilities are limited, and expan- 
sion would involve enormous 
investments. “ We haven't reached 
a final decision as to when we may 
be harnessing our gas reserves," 
Sheikh Abdul Aziz said.

tennis star Arthur Ashe retires 

NEW YORK, April 17 (AP) — Arthur Ashe, a Wimbledon and 
U.S. open champion and one of the most influential and articulate 
men in sports, is retiring from competitive tennis. Ashe, 36. 
underwent quadruple bypass surgery after a heart attack last year, 
but bad said he would compete again, probably this spring. But he 
has informed 22 friends and business associates by letter that he 
will announce his retirement soon. 

Ashe, who lives in New York, was believed to be travelling on 
business and could not immediately be reached for comment. 
Ashe has reportedly been following a closely monitored practice 
schedule and was feeling well and svong. But the former champ- 
ion, one of the best known figures in his sport for more than a 
decade, had derided that he should not continue to compete 
professionally, that it was time for a graceful exit. 

Last July 31, after appearing in a tennis-teaching clinic, Ashe 
experienced chest pain Ss diagnosed later that day as a heart attack. 
In November, he underwent surgery to bypass four blockages in 
the valves around his heart. 

Ashe, who was bom and grew up in Richmond, Virginia, won 
the U.S. open at Forest Htil/in 1968 as an amateur, and he won 
Wimbledon in 1975. He is the only black man ever to win either. 
He is known by many to be a renaissance man. concerned with 
politics, art and education. Frequently at tournaments, when he is 
not playing, he can be seen in the stands, watching other com- 
petitors and dipping through current affairs magazines. 

He has toured South Africa on a sort of personal fact-finding 
mission to learn about the system of racial segregation. And he 
was deeply involved with the politics of his own sport. He helped 
found the Association of Tennis-Professionals, the players' union 
and has served several terms as president. He is a member of the 
men's International Professional Tennis Council, the policy- 
making body for the grand prix tour. 

In 1977, he married Jeanne Moutoussamay: a photographer. 
They were married by Andrew Young, a mutual friend who was 
then the American ambassador to the United Nations.

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Mugabe calls for unity, reconciliation 

Salisbury prepares for 
independence celebrations 

SALISBURY, April 17 (R) - Foreign dignitaries 
from around the world poured into Salisbury today 
for tonight’s celebrations marking the birth of 
Africa’s newest independent state, Zimbabwe. 


Same 27 delegations from 
countries as far apart as West 
Germany and Papua New Guinea 
arrived early today to join others 
from countries including China, 
the Soviet Union, the United 
States and Britain — the colonial 
power about to shed its most per- 
sistent foreign policy problem. 

Britain's Prince Charles, heir to 
the throne, is representing Queen 
Elizabeth at tonight's midnight 
ceremonies at a football stadium 
where the Union Jack flag will be 
hauled down for die last time, end- 
ing nine decades of white minority 
domination. 

Zimbabwe's Premier Robert 
Mugabe launched an impassioned 
plea for unity and national recon- 
ciliation as his war-tom country 
headed for independence. 

In a national broadcast only 
four hours before the new stale of 
Zimbabwe was to be bom, Mr. 
Mugabe said: “Our new mind 
must have a new vision and our 
hearts a new love that spurns bate 
and a new spirit that must unite 
and qoi divide." 

“...If yesterday you hated me, 
today you cannot avoid the love 
that binds you to me and me to 
you... The wrongs of the past must 
now stand forgiven and for- 
gotten," Mr. Mugabe said. 

Mr. Mugabe has inherited a 
country still gripped by the pas- 
' sions of a seven-year bush war that 
cost well over 20,000 lives and 
stirred deep racial passions. 

In a conciliatory spirit he said: 
“It could never be correct jus- 
tification that because the whites 
oppressed us yesterday when they 
had power, the blacks must 
oppress them today because they 
have power.” 

“An evil remains an evil 
whether practised by white against 
black or by black against white,” 
Mr. Mugabe declared. 

Seeking to meet a crisis of 
expectations following his rise to 
power that has already led to 
industrial unrest, Mr. Mugabe 
said: “May I assure you that my 
government is determined to 
bring about meaningful change to 
the lives of the majority of the 
people in the country. But I must 
ask you to be patient and allow my 
government time to organise the 
programmes that will effectively 
yield that change.” 

Zia raps U.S. 

Pakistan President Zia U1 Haq 
today assailed the United States 
for its stance towards the Soviet 
incursion into a Afghanistan and 
called on the U.S. to take practical 
steps against Moscow over the 
intervention. President Zia is in 
Salisbury for the Zimbabwe inde- 
pendence celebrations. 

The Pakistan leader did not go 
into detail about what steps he 


wanted the U-$- to take to counter 
the Soviet intervention but indi- 
cated he supported the idea of 
U.S. military assistance to Afghan 
rebels fighting the Soviet-backed 
Kabul government. 

Asked whether be wanted 
direct U.S. military involvement 
in Afghanistan, he told reporters 
to compare the situation to war- 
time Vietnam, where the Soviet 
Union and China supported the 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
against the Americans and South 
Vietnamese but did not intervene 
directly. 

Reporters took this to mean 
that he would support a similar 
role for the Americans against the 
Russians in Afghanistan. 

Asked whether he wanted U.S. 
troops stationed on Pakistan soil 
he said: “No country in the world 
generally wishes foreign troops on 
their own soil.” 

It would be unworthy of Pakis- 
tan to give the U.S. military bases • 
in Pakistan, he said, but added: “If 
war comes to Pakistan and 
America can play a role it is a dif- 



Armenian activists claim attack 
on Turkey’s Vatican ambassador 


BEIRUT, April 17 (R) -- .Armenian activists 
today claimed responsibility for an attack on T Ur- 
key’s ambassador to the Vatican and threatened 
further strikes against Turkish personalities and 
institutions. 

In a statement telephoned to Reuter s Beirut 
office, the "Justice Commandos of the Armenian 
Genocide” said their men shot and wounded 
Ambassador Vecdi Turel as he was driving to 
work. 

Police said two young men shot the ambassador 
and his guard at a city’ cross-roads and then 
escaped. 

Mr. Turel is the successor to Ambassador 
Karim Taha, who was murdered on a Rome street 
in June 1977. 

The two victims were taken to hospital where 
doctors said Mr. Turel had been shot in the right 
shoulder and chest and the guard was hit in the 
right check. They were not in serious condition.* 

The Justice Commandos first hit the headlines 
by claiming responsibility for the assassination of 
the Turkish ambassador to Vienna in October 
1975. 

Today's statement dissociated the Justice 


Commandos from acts of violence against non- 
Turkish institutions such as airline offices, 
Armenian activists have accused Turkey of 
prepetuating anti-Armenian policies dating back 
to the mass killing of over one million Armenians 
in Turkey in 1915. 

Today’s statement was telephoned by an 
English-speaking caller and said: 

“Our revolutionary movement began in 1975 
with the terrorist acts directed against Turkish 
ambassadors, representatives and Turkish institu- 
tions. 

"Our commandos first struck in Vienna, then in 
Paris, Rome, The Vatican, Madrid, the Hague, 
again in Paris and included an attempt on the life 
of the Turkish ambassador in Beirut 
“(Our revolutionary movement) claims respon- 
sibility for the latest attack which took place a 
while' ago in the Vatican against the Turkish 
ambassador. 

“This is our style. Our only aim is to strike at 
Turkish personalities and institutions all over the 
world. We condemn acts directed against non- 
Turkish airlines or institutions. We will strike 
aaain.”

Colombia guerrillas to release 
three more hostages Saturday 


6 Afghan crisis could 
destroy structure of 
East- West detente’ 


PARIS, April 1 7 ( R) — The entire 
structure of East-West detente 
could be shaken to its foundations 
if the Afghan crisis is not settled 
quickly, French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois- Ponce t said today. 

He told parliament the French 
Government maintained its 
demand for the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan, 
but at the same time intended to 
keep open its lines of com- 
munication with Moscow. 

Mr. Francois-Poncet, who is to 
.meet Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Paris next 
week, went on: “ France has some 
things to say to the Soviet Union. 

“No-one is probably better 
placed than France to make the 
point that it is up to the Soviet 
Union to take the necessary steps 
to restore detente, and to show. 
Moscow the risks it would run in 
■continuing along the path it has 
taken,” the French minister said. 

“Force always ends up by creat- 
ing an opposing force. The sus- 
picion that it causes is contagious. 

“ If the crisis is not quickly over- 
come, all the structure of East- 
West relations as it was built up 
patiently over 15 years at Helsinki 
and then Belgrade risks being - 
shaken to its foundations,” Mr. 
Francois-Poncet said. 

Turning to the Middle East, the 


foreign minister strongly rebuffed 
criticism of President Valery Gis- 
card cfEstaing's recent call for 
recognition of the Palestinian 
people’s right to self- 
determination. 

“I heard it said that France.... 
cared little for Israel's right to. 
existence and to security. It was 
even insinuated that it was acting 
out of sordid self-interest,” he 
went on. 

“France is as attached as any- 
one to Israel's existence and atten- 
tive to the conditions of its sec- 
urity. However, what France 
wants to see is not the security of a 
fortified camp, but the security 
brought by peace,” Mr. Francois- 
Poncet added. 

He went on to answer criticisms 
that one of the Middle East peace' 
conditions set by France, accep- 
tance of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) as a negotiat- 
ing partner, was impossible 
because the PLO' s aim was to des- 
troy the state of Israel. 

“The settlement proposed by 
France implies the renunciation 
by each of the parties of whatever 
is excessive, unjustified or unac- 
ceptable in its claims. 

“I can state clearly that this 
applies to the PLO, and also to 
Israel. Our stand implies no pre- 
ference for either side,” the 
French foreign minister said. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, April 17 
( AP) — Guerrillas bolding 20 hos- 
tages, most of them diplomats, for 
nearly two months said they will 
free three more hostages Satur- 
day, but negotiations for the 
release of the rest are at an appar- 
ent standstill. 

The Movement 19 (M-19) 
guerrillas, in statements reported 
by Bogota newspapers and 
magazines this week, volunteered 
to release three hostages from the 
Dominican Republic embassy on 
April 19, the tenth anniversary of 
presidential voting they claim was 
rigged. 

The guerrillas did not say which 
hostages will be freed, but the El 
Siglo newspaper named as likely 
candidates Haitian Ambassador 
Luis Leonardo Pierre, reportedly 
troubled by an ailing stomach, and 
papal nuncio Monsignor Angelo 
Acerbi. The paper said the guer- 
rillas might release Monsignor 
Acerbi to back repeated state- 
ments of admiration for the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The M-19 guerrillas stormed 
the embassy Feb. 27 during a 


Dominican Republic National 
Day reception, taking 57 hos- 
tages. They have since released 
36. and the Uruguyan ambassador 
escaped. In addition to the U.S., 
Haitian and Vatican ambassadors, 
the hostages include two Col- 
ombians and diplomats from Ven- 
ezuela. Brazil. Switzerland, 
Guatemala, the Dominican 
Republic, Mexico. Egypt, Israel, 
Bolivia, Paraguay, Peru, and 
Costa Rica. 

Both the government and guer- 
rillas appeared tense as April 19 
approached, and neither 
announced a resumption of 
negotiations which broke off 
Monday. The 1 7th round of talks, 
scheduled Tuesday, was post- 
poned when M-19 rejected a gov- 
ernment proposal. 

The key M-19 demand is for the 
release of seven guerrillas held in 
government jails. Guerrilla lead- 
ers, believed to include most of the 
seven whose freedom is 
demanded, rejected a proposal 
which reportedly called for accel- 
eration and international super- 
vision of their trials on charges of

Moscow renews invitation for Schmidt’s visit 


BONN. April 17 (Agencies) -- 
The Soviet Union has suggested' 
that West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schimdt could visit Mos- 
cow this summer, a Bonn gov- 
ernment spokesman said yes- 
terday. 

A long-standing Soviet invi- 
tation was renewed some days ago 
by Moscow's ambassador in Bonn, 
Mr. Vladimir Semyonov, who 
asked if a date in early or mid- 
summer would be convenient, he 
said. 

The spokesman, Mr. Armin 
Grucnewald. said Bonn was leav- 
ing the question open and felt the 
timing of a visit would have to be 
derided in the light of East-West 


relations in general. 

Mr. Schmidt, originally invited 
two years ago during, a Bonn visit 
by Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev, has repeatedly called 
for the East-West dialogue to be 
maintained despite current world 
tensions. 

In a speech last Saturday, he 
chided the United States and the 
Soviet Union for not talking to 
e ach other enough and at the same 
time called for progress towards 
curbing the spread of nuclear 
weapons in Europe. 

In remarks that escaped notice 
until the text of the speech was 
distributed this week in Bonn, Mr. 
Schmidt proposed that the Soviet 


Leading backer of Afghan 
president said arrested 

NEW DELHI. April 7 lR) — A leading supporter of .Afghan Pres- 
ident Babrak Karma I has been arrested in renewed feuding between 
the rival wings of the ruling People's Democratic Party, the Press 
Trust of India (PTD news agency reported from Kabul today. 

The move followed criticism in the official party newspaper this 
month of President Karmars predecessors, Noor Mohammad 
Tarakki and Hafizullah Amin. Both belonged to the Khalq wing of 
the party which lost power to President Karmars Parcham faction in 
a Soviet-backed coup last December during which Mr. Amin was 
killed. 

PTI said the editor of the- Haqiqat-e-Enqelabe-e-Saur newspaper 
was arrested and its April 5 edition quickly withdrawn because of an 
article and cartoon attacking the two Khalqi presidents. The agency 
did not name the editor but said he is a younger brother of Par- 
chamite Deputy Prime Minister Sultan Ali Kishtmand and a known 
backer of President Karmal. 

The offending article indicated that Mr. .Tarakki and Mr. Amin 
tried to exclude Parcham supporters from the government and were 
responsible for the civil war waged by Muslim rebels against Marxist 
rale in Kabul. The editor's arrest was apparently ordered to appease 
angry Khalqis who said the publication put in question the sincerity 
of President KannaPs attempts to reunite the party. 

The rival factions joined forces to overthrow Afghanistan’s first 
■president, Mr. Mohammad Daoud, in 1978 but have been at logger- 
heads almost ever since. 

PTI said that underlying the latest dispute was concern within both 
wings of the party, but particularly the Khalq, over the recent treaty 
legalising the stay of Soviet troops to prop up the Karmal gov- 
ernment. The treaty has become a major source of discord in 
Afghanistan amid fears that the Soviet presence in the country will 
become permanent, PTI added.

.At a reception for Winter Oly- 
mpics athletes, Mr. Schmidt said 
the games “can only take place 
during peace.

Mr. Deng, the driving force 
behind China's modernisation 
programme, stressed in a major 
policy speech in January the need 
to promote younger men to ensure 
a smooth transfer of power to the

‘Arbitrary arrests, torture’ 

In London, Amnesty Inter- 
national issued a report citing 
“widespread arbitrary arrests and 
systematic torture of political 
prisoners” in Colombia. One dip- 
lomat here said the report 
appeared to support M-19 charges 
that ‘ ‘ there are human rights prob- 
lems here.” 

Amnesty identified 33 centres 
where torture had been reported, 
and about 50 methods of torture, 
ranging from the psychological to 
beatings, bluing, the use of drugs 
and electric shock. 

Amnesty said it had recom- 
mended that the Colombian Gov- 
ernment end a 30-year state of 
siege which. It said, had resulted in 
quasi-permanent suspension of 
human rights guarantees in Col- 
ombia's constitution. 

Amnesty said its report, sent to 
the Colombian Government ear- 
lier this month, recognised that 
there had been acts of violence by 
some opposition groups within 
Colombia. 

It said the state of siege “had 
facilitated indiscriminate and 
widespread political arrests, pro- 
longed detention without trial, 
torture, summary trials of dvilians ' 
before military courts and political 
murders, especially in peasant and 
Indian areas.” 

The Colombian military 
released its own report, saying 
that 189 officers and men had 
been killed over the past two years 
by the half dozen guerrilla organ- 
isations opposing the elected gov- 
ernment.

Greece announces presidential electi 


ATHENS, April 17 (R) - The 
Greek parliament will meet next 
Wednesday to elect a new pres- 
ident of the republic, it was 
announced here today. The deci- 
sion was taken after a cabinet 
meeting chaired by Prime Minis- 
ter Constantine Karamanlis. 

The five-year term of President 
Constantine Tsatsos ends on June 
20 and parliament must vote for a 
new president by May 19. 

The official announcement 
issued after the cabinet meeting 
said Premier Karamanlis will 
address the Greek people tomor- 
row to announce whether or not 
he will be a candidate for the prsi- 
dency. 

To be elected, a candidate 
requires 200 votes in the 300-seat 
parliament in either the first or the 


second ballots. In the third ballot, 
if one is necessaiy, only 180 votes 
are needed. If no president is 
elected in the third ballot, par- 
liament win be dissolved a general 
elections proclaimed within ten 
days. 

The ruling New Democracy 
Party commands 174 seats in the 
house and, should Mr. Ka ramanlis 
decide to run for the presidency, 
would have to rely on the smaller 
parties and independents who 
together bold 18 seats to ensure 
his election.

Haiti ‘boat people’ swamp Florida shore!

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti - 
The waves of Haitian “ boat 
people ” washing up on 
Florida's southern beaches are 
driven by poverty and tales of 
the good life in America, Hai- 
tian and U.S. officials say. They 
cannot , however, explain the 
sudden increase in the number 
'of those who leave their island 
homeland in flimsy boats and 
head for Florida. 

Immigration officiers in Miami 
say nearly 900 Haitians, most of 
them illiterate and speaking only 
their native dialect, have come 
ashore in southern Florida in the 
past four days. U.S. authorities are 
hard pressed to feed and shelter 
them. 

The food and camp cots pro- 
vided by relief agencies for those 
flight by immigration authorities 


and the hardships endured by 
those who are nor caught probably 
are oo disappointment after life in 
north-western Haiti, where most 
of the boat people come from. 

Haiti is the poorest nation in the 
western hemisphere and listed by 
the United Nations as one -of the 
world’s least developed countries. 
North-western Haiti is the poorest 
part of the country. International 
aid officials say the average annual 
income for the country is about 
$150 a year per household, but it 
is much lower in the north-west, 
where most people are subsistence 
farmers, fishermen or charcoal 
-producers. 

The intense production of char- 
coal has almost denuded the land 
of trees. The resultant erosion has 
produced a dry, desert-like region 
■where agriculture is a losing 
struggle, authorities said. 

Spokesmen for the U.S. 
-embassy and the Haitian Foreign 
Ministry said there had been no 
recent political change or 
economic tragedy. “There 
appears to be nothing going on in 


Haiti to accelerate the outflow," 
said an official at the embassy. 

The U.S. Government takes the 
position that the boat people are 
economic rather than political 
refugees, and the Haitian Gov- 
ernment concurs. 

“We admit their life is hard, but 
they certainly are not political 
refugees," said an official who 
requested anonymity. “Possibly 
the increase is due to returnees 
telling others that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment is going to allow them to 
stay and is looking cm the problem 
more sympathetically.” 

Embassy officials speculated 
that the increase might also be due 
to the smooth seas between Haiti 
and Florida at this time of year. 

U.S. and Haitian officials indi- 
cated little can be done to control 
the exodus. They said they cannot 
even estimate the numbers 
involved. 

“This traffic isn’t originating 
near the capital,” said an embassy 
official, “it is coming from remote, 
almost inaccessible small fishing 
villages. It is impossible for us to 


even estimate how many leave, 
and how many never make 
another shore in their flimsy 
boats”
